¡erica’s enp, the blue 
which British yachts 
ying to r< capture for 
y, w as originally won 
keel schooner yacht 
licet ui English c ut­ 
ters and schooners in a race around 
the Isle of W ight on Aug. 22, 1851. 
The trophy, which is valued at 100 
guineas, w as presented by the Royal 
Yacht squadron of Cowes and the con­ 
test was open to the yachts of all na­ 
tions. 
The cup is in the form of a 
silver pitcher and stands 27 inches in 
height, is 30 inches in circumference 
and weighs 134 ounces, or over 11 
pound sc 
The fam ous cup is kept in the vaults 
of tiffa n y w Co. in New York and is 
seldom seen except on state occasions 
now adays. 
It will be hard for Sir 
T hom as and his friends to drink it 
toast out of it. as either through con- i 
slant use at dinners in the early days 
of its history or some mishap in later 
years it has no bottom. 
Sir Thom as Llpton’s Shamrock III. is 
the tw elfth challenger for the cup, and 
this year's race will be the thirteenth. 
it w as not until 1ST» 7 that the ow ners 
of the yacht America, John C. Stevens, 
H am ilton Wilkes, George L. Schuyler, 
J. 
Beckman 
Findlay 
and Edwin A. 
Stevens, presented it to the yacht clubs 
of the world, through the New York 
Yacht club, as a perpetual in tern a ­ 
tional challenge trophy. 
Although the cup w as presented to 
the club in 1*57, it w as thirteen years 
later, or in August, 1870, before the 
first race for the cup w as sailed, w hen 
the English schooner yacht Cambria, 
owned by Jam es Ashbury’, representing 
the Royal T ham es Yacht club, raced 
against a fleet of the New York Yacht 
club and finished tenth, the schooner 
yacht Magic w inning by 39m. 12s. 
Mr. A shbury challenged again the 
following year with the schooner Li­ 
vonia. and as a result of negotiations 
between the two clubs he w as only 
compelled to race one boat, the New 
York Yacht club having the right to 
nam e any boat it saw tit in the m orn­ 
ing of the race. 
As a result of five 
races sailed in October, 1871, the Li 
von la won one race out of three from 
the schooner Columbia through the car 
rying aw ay of the A merican yacht's 
steering gear, and w as beaten by the 
schooner Sappho in tw o races. 
There were no more races for the 
cup until 187d. w hen the C anadian 
schooner Cout tess of Dufferin, repre­ 
senting 
the 
Royal 
C anadian 
Yacht 
club of Toronto, 
raced 
against 
the 
American schooner yacht Madeleine in 
A ugust of that year. 
The American 
boat won tw o straight races. 
In 1881 
the C anadians challenged again, this 
time with a single sticker, but w ith no 
better .success, the challenging 
Ata- 
lanta being easily beaten by the Y an­ 
kee sloop Mischief. 
Four years later 
the cutter Genesta, ow ned by Sir Rich­ 
ard Sutton of England, came sitter tie* 
cup in 188.» , only to be beaten by the 
Boston yacht P uritan in two straight 
races. 
The following year, 
1880, 
William 
Ilenn, an Irish yachtsm an, challenged 
w ith the cutter G alatea, and it was the 
sam e old story, tin* Yankee yacht, M ay­ 
flower, winning tin* two races, sailed 
easily. 
In 1 8 8 7 the Scotch cam e after the cup 
w ith the Thistle, owned by Jam es Bell 
and a syndicate of Clyde yachtsm en. 
This w as the first cup challenger de­ 
signed by William Fife, who is respon 
sible for the present challenger, and 
she was supposed 
to stand a good 
chance. The American yacht, however, 
won w ith ease. 
Bix years passed before there w a s a n ­ 
other challenge, w hen Lord D unraven 
came over in 1893 w ith Valkyrie II. 
and was beaten by the Vigilant. 
He challenged again In 1805 w ith Val­ 
kyrie III . and afte r being beaten by 
the D efender in one race and losing the 
second on a foul he w ithdrew his boat 
after crossing the line in the third race. 
He afterw ard made charges of foul 
play against the ow ners of the D efend­ 
er and, after a sensational trial before 
the New Y’ork Y'acht club, w as expelled 
from the club, of w hich he w as an hon­ 
orary member. 
This episode put a stop to racing for 
a time, but in 1800 Sir T hom as Lipton 
challenged w ith Sham rock I., which 
was beaten by the Columbia In three 
! straight races.

In 1001 Sir Thom as challenged again 
j w ith Shamrock II., and after the most 
exciting series of rit-'cs ever sailed for 
j the cup the Columbia again won three 
straight races by the narrow est possi­ 
ble margin. 
In the eleven contests thus far for the 
cup on this side tw enty-eight races, or 
heats, have been sailed, and only once
